The Loyola Development Plan announced last week 
is not of course a sudden attempt to get more money for 
the school. It is a plan which has taken literally years 
to prepare and conform basically with the master plan 
envisioned for Loyola before the First World War. 

The necessity for such expansion is obvious to every 
student who has attended Loyola in the last few crowded 
years. Classrooms are filled to capacity, labs are jammed, 
and above all extracurricular activities are excessively 
cramped. 

It is with this problem in mind that the administra- 
tion has made provisions for some relief. When Loyola 
proudly proclaims a campus of over 1,000-students and 
a set of beautiful buildings in Collegiate Gothic architec- 
ture, it will be able to lead visitors down to the wine- 
cellers below and there unveil the ultimate in student 
offices and recreation rooms. ; 

; ‘The administration has stated it will not spare any 
expense to accommodate the pressing needs of the 
students, It will even offer the CSR to present its recom- 
mendations on how the space should be alloted. This is 
as much a forward step as the overall exnansion plan 
itself and if the CSR is wise in its use of this oppor- 
tunity it will undoubtedly enhance the position of student 
government at Loyola. Sie:

The survey run by the —. two weeks ago turned 
up very interesting information. /If we could summarize 
the students’ opinion in one word it would have to be 
“complimentary.” However this by no means is a unani- 
mous verdict and there were ‘some strong objections 
raised, ; 

Returns were made by close to 65% of the student 
body which should allow a fairly: accurate projection - 
among the remaining ‘third of the school. Of these over 
90% read every issue of the NEWS — only two people 
(out of over 400) indicated that they never read it. 

Breakdown of settions read is as follows: news —~ 
87%, sports — 82%, “featuré” — 78%, literary — 39%, 
editorials — 80%. Most popular column is Mr. Broden’s 
“Under the Shower’” After a single appearance he has 
an 81% following. Ron Hore draws 68% followed closely 
by D’Arcy Ryan and Bren Foley with 66% each. Only 
30% regularly read “A Layman Says” and some 80% 
will be reading these lengthy statistics. 

Over half the people turning ‘in survey forms offered 
suggestions which run the soup-to-nuts gauntlet. The 
greatest demand was for greater intramural coverage 
followed by a loud cry for more editorial blood. This 
latter category we hope to soon expand threefold. 

A good many people asked that the paper come out 
once a week. This is naturally very flattering but entirely 
unpractical. Apart from the insurmountable financial 
aspect a great deal of time is required on the editors’ 
part to produce such an effort. This does not mean that 
the NEWS is doomed to a stagnant existence (a plan 
calling for 13 issues, as opposed to the present 10, is 
being worked on) but until Loyola has a four-figure 
enrollment a weekly is out of the question. 

_ Among the many miscellaneous suggestions offered 
were: an advice to the Jovelorn column, crossword puzzle, 
comics (the need of these was especially predominant 
among the Freshmen), horoscope, and a bridge problem. 
One purist complained that the paper is “uncensored” 
while an undoubtedly typical Hoarder asked that the 
paper be brought up to the Flat to save the boarders 
having to walk all the way downstairs. One zealous extra- 
vert offered: “The paper is one-sided, limited, unimagi- 
native ...” but the most gratifying comment was: ‘Under 
the Tower is useless, not read, and should be eliminated.”

Joyous Season 
Unhappy Choice

As this year’s major dramatic 
production, the Marianopolis 
Dramatic Society resurrected 
“The Joyous Season”, a 24 year 
old play by Philip Barry which 
should have stayed buried. When 
it was originally presented in 
1934, with Lillian Gish in the lead 
role, it enjoyed a highly unsuc- 
cessful run of 16 performances. 

Although the dialogue spark- 
les sporadically with Barry’s 
celebrated wit, the plot is ill 
defined and the characters lack 
substance. 

The Farleys have successfully 
climbed the social mountain, 
from a poor Irish family to the 
giddy heights of Boston’s posh 
Beacon hill, and have lost some- 
thing besides their breath in the 
process. 

John, the elder brother, sacri- 
fices his own interests to make 
the family financially secure. 
Martin has been turned from 4 
promising political career by his 
wife, and is now just another 
solid citizen. Francis, a thinker 
rather than a doer, is having 
marital difficulties because of his 
intellectual activities. Monica, a 
brattish debutante, has problems 
ranging from fast cars to a far- 
cical infatuation for her sister’s 
husband. 

Into this outwardly serene but 
inwardly turbulent existence, 
comes Christina Farley, who, ac- 
cording to the elder Farley’s will 
has a choice of the city house or 
the neglected ancestral farm. 
Christina, having taken the veil 
before the Farleys started their 
social climb, isn’t affected by 
false values and attempts to 
bring the members of the family 
back to following = individual 
stars.

Mr. Howe has been outstand- 
ing in the field of politics for the 
past twenty-two years. He repre- 
sented Port Arthur as a liberal 
from 1935-1957. For more than 
twenty years he held a succes- 
sion of key portfolios in the 
Canadian cabinet. In 1935, he ob- 
| tained his first cabinet position 
!as Minister of Railways and 
, Canals and as Minister of Ma- 
rine Affairs. 

In the following year, he re< 
tained his portfolio as these de- 
partments were merged into the 
Department of Transport. In this 
capacity, he was responsible for 
the reorganization of the C.N.R.; 
the establishment of the Cana- 

| dian Broadcasting. Corporation, 
the National Harbours Board and 
Trans-Canada’ Airlines. During 
the second world war, he became 
Minister of Munitions and Sup- 
ply, and, in 1944, he assumed an 
additional portfolio on the crea- 
tion of the Department of Recon< 
struction, In 1946, the two were 
merged and he Fecame Minister 
of Reconstruction and Sup- 
ply. During these war years, 
he represented Canada on 
the Combined Production and 
Resources Board and was 
a member of the British 
Supply Council in North Ameri- 
ca. In 1948, he took on the addi- 
tional portfolio of Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, and in 
1951 he became Minister of De- 
fense Production. He was defeat- 
ed in the election of June 1957, 
and at that point he resigned 
with the St. Laurent ministry.

They 
wrote a play and in all ways 
pioneered dramatics in the col- 
lege. The evening (Nov. 23rd) 
was apparently a huge success 
and is @ credit to the spirit 
which was all pervading even 
in those early days of our 
colorful history. 

Throughout the years many 
outstanding people from _ ali 


' yanks of ilfe have made the time 


for a worthwile visit to Loyola. 
Among these were: Baron Byng. 


of Vimy, our Governor General, 


(in 1922), Hon. Narcisse ‘Pero- 
deau, Lt. Gov. of Quebec on Jai. 
12th, 1924 to open the stadium. 
A few of the other more out- 
standing ones will be mentioned 
in the course of this story. 
Later in that year (1924), on 
Sat. Nov. 13th, the “Loyola 
NEWS” .made its debut. It was 
a single mimeographed sheet and 
from then on we read such en- 
lightening remarks in the chroni- 
cles of. the college as “our week- 
ly appeared (six, times this 'year.” 
Nonetheless, the pioneers who 


started the, NEWS  startéd as 


well a tradition that we are try- 
ing to keep up wth ourselves. 
Each Newsman. does his best to 
leave the NEWS .a little better 
than it was when he bacame one 
of the “Boys” in the hallowed 
precints of the “Newsroom.”

We must concede the wonder- 
ful spirit of these bygone days. 
The students under Mr. Smyth- 
Piggott even founded an histori- 
cal society in 1925, which foster- 
ed the study and exposition of 
history. Papers were written and 
read, lectures given by students 
and eminent authorities e.g. Mr. 
Schaufhausen, acting consul- 
general for Germany. When, why 
or how this society ended up is 
lost in the sea of ambiguity, 
mystery and missing documents 
with which your humble chroni- 
eler has been faced. 

In 1926 someone started an- 
other tradition at Loyola — the 
annual Garden Party, which alas 
is also gone. These were gay af- 
fairs with lilting music provided 


vy a college orchestra .of un- > 


determined origin or fate (it is 
generally believed that ‘the or- 


chestra was founded by Fr. Erle : 


G. Bartlett.) This orchestra alse 
played at dinners, outdoor 
Masses, Convocations, dances, 
ete. and provided both sym- 
phony and dance music. : 

June 4th, 1927 — His . Excei- 
lency Bishop Couturier  cele- 
brated a Pontifical Mass in the 
stadium, Another eminent visi- 
tor around that time was His 
Eminence Cardinal Sincéro from 
the Roman Curia.- 


G. K. Chesterton, the promin- 


ent Catholic author, visited Loy- : 


ola on invitation in 1930, the 
same year that the garden. par- 
ties were replaced by the Loyola 
Fair. This gala event held on 
July 22nd. was highlighted by 4 
drawing for a Gypsy Moth aero- 
plane, which was won by a six- 
year-old boy. 

For Varsity sport fans. it is 
interesting to recall that in 1928 
our football team ‘attained Dom- 


inion honors and ten years later, . 


in 1938, “our hockey team -also 
earned this. coveted honor. 

1943 brought the — science 
course to Loyola, since when it 
has grown in popularity beyond 
all expectations.

March 10th, 1953 — with 25 
paper-thin layers of. artificial ice 
the dream of bygone years (and 
recent ones too) became a real- 
ity — “we had artificial ice.” 

Father Lahey arrived 
as Rector to Loyola and ever 
since has worked unceasingly for 
our progress and expansion. 

1955 — Kenneth F. Cassidy, 
familiar to all Loyolans, estab- 
ished -2 remarkable precedent. 
Then in Commerce III, Ken be- 
came the first man, to become 
president of the C.S.R. by ac- 
clamation.

the rectorship of the indominat- 
able Father Gregory O’Bryan, a

' fnissionary work. Although the

rooms were admittedly small 
and inconvenient, still the stu- 


_ dents flocked to “Loyola Col- 


lege”, many just through their 
sincere respect for the rector. 
Here the predominating studies 
were: Mathematics, Music, Rhe- 


“toric, Rudiments and Grammar. 


The intellectual spirit. was 
rudely shaken when at the un- 
godly hour of 6 a.m. on Jan 
12th, 1898 fire was discovered 
under. the floor of a classroom 
on the second storey. The sleep- 
ing lads were roused quickly 
and mustered-in the study hall. 
Thanks to exeellent management 
none: of the Loyolans were. in- 


.jured and after most strenuous 


efforts the fire was brought. un- 
der control. However, education 
must continue, come fire or 
high. water, and. Father O’Bryan 
lost no time in buying the well 
known Tucker. School at, 68 
Drummond Street and in a few 
days the lads were installed, in 
their new quarters. 


These quarters were some- 
what larger than those destroyed 
in the untimely inferne but none 
the less plans weré soon drawn 
up and a new brick pbuilding 


. 


Sprung up at right angles to. 


s the original Tucker School, 


1899 A.D. was a great year, 
for then it was that the Col- 
lege was formally incorporated 
by Act of Provincial Parliament 
and in that year, the scope of 
the Papal Constitution, “Iamdu-. 
dum”, was extended to include 
Loyola. Grace to this privilege 
those who successfully passed 
Loyola’s exams were granted a- 
degree by Laval University, the - 
oldest in Canada. In 1903 we 
first took. advantage of that at 
the commencement exercices in - 
June, After the incorporation ef. 
U. of M. this privilege was re 
yerted to that institution. 


The Twentieth Century was ~ 
well started off here with the 


founding of the Sodality, now 


the oldest organization on the 
campus, which had the first re~ 
ception of members on Dec,. 8th. . 


Having been replaced several 
times as rector, Father O’Bryan 
was in this pesition for the third 
time, on June 6th, 1907, when 
this dynamic: apostle of Christ, 
whose foresight and sparkling 
personality pulled Loyola 
through those first trying years, 
met his much lamented death, :
